f. oui being true. As a matter of fnct, 
only a very small fraction of the 
..hole area of deep sea bottom ha<s 
! cen surveyed. 
Attention Is particu- 


brly called to a vast subaqueous re- 
gion around the Falkland Islands and 
up as far as Montevideo, which is al- 
trost unknown, and which, having a 
drpih of less than 100 fnthtms, may 
oifer oppnrninilif* for the development 
of lucrative fisheries. 


The first rt«ep-ee» exploring eipe- 


•iiiion. that of tbe famous Challenger. 
•-V.T; ftt on foot Jast X/D years ago. 
The «-hip left port In 1ST2. and ideas 
on the subject wer* in those da.vs so 
primitive that there was dispute as 
10 whpthpr she should use wire or 
hempen rope, for soundings. It took a 
wholf day to make nnc sonndlnp, or 
a single cast of the dredge f*r brinp- 
ms up flnhes and other animals. 


Since then deep-sea sounding ap- 


paratus has been, mnch Improved by 
rahle ships, and fishing gear has been 
grcntly modified by steam trawlers, 
-.rhich uce dredges! Besides, a great 
deal that is of value1 has been learned 
t«y oceanographlc expeditions subse- 
quent to that of tbe Challenger. Hence 
the new exploring veasel will start out 
with a prospect of accratplisbing a 
very gr**t deal of work af real Im- 
portnnce. 


Daysman. 


Daysman is an old and peculiar term 


for an umpire, one empowered by mu- 
tual consent to argue and decide a 
cause between two parties. It has 
been suggested tlint one was called a 
daysman because his presence was re- 
quired in court at the day appointed. 
Edmund Spenser, who lived In the 
ceign of Queen Elizabeth, uses the 
word In the sense of umpire or arbitra- 
tor, but he spells it dayesman. The 
translators of our authorised version 
of the Bible use the word in this sense 
in Job »:3S—"Neither Is there any 
daysman between us, that might lay 
his hand upon us both."
